1 . The Declaration supplements the May 10, 2005, Declaration we made in the 
above referenced patent application. 

2. More particularly, the claims (1-19) of said Patent recite the details of a method 
of defining and producing a finished mail piece in excessive detail but do not recite any 
limitation relating to the ability of the system for producing an unfranked mail piece as 
claimed. Claims 20, 21 , 23-40 and 42-52 added in the reissue application claim the 
ability of producing a mail piece. The mail piece claimed in the claims added in the 
reissue application are unfranked.
